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To /the  Council  of  the  Rural  District  of  Warwick 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  annual 
report  upon  the  health  of  the  district  ;  this  has  been  satis¬ 
factory,  as  the  figures  in  Table  III  are  roughly  comparable 
with  those  for  1951.  There  was  an  increase  under  Scarlet  Fever 
but  Pneumonia  and  Dysentery  have  been  less  prevalent. 
A  number  of  adults  were  affected  by  Food  Poisoning  into 
two  institutional  outbreaks  and  though  many  of  the  persons 
are  shown  as  removed  to  Hospital,  they  were  in  fact  already 
patients  in  hospital  for  another  reason. 

One  prosecution  was  successfully  undertaken  because  of 
repeated  breaches  of  your  Food  Bye-laws.  In  general,  the  co¬ 
operation  of  food  traders  has  been  readily  obtained  in  keeping 
food  shops  clean  and  promoting  hygienic  practices  of  food 
handling. 

During  1952  Ministerial  Enquiries  were  held  with  regard 
to  the  proposed  sewerage  for  (a)  Radford  Semele  and  Offchurch 
villages  and  (b)  Shrewley,  Hatton  and  Haseley  :  consent  was 
not  obtained  for  an  immediate  start  to  either. 

The  estimated  population  for  mid-year  1952  was  given 
19,350,  nearly  600  less  than  last  year.  The  birth  rate  rose 
above  last  year’s  low  figure  of  11.6  to  15  per  1,000  ;  the 
death  rate  however  declined  from  9.5  to  8.8,  using  corrected 
figures  in  each  case.  The  infant  mortality  rate  at  26.7  once 
again  compared  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  27.6 
per  1,000  live  births. 

I  have,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  for  their  support  and  unfailing  kindness  and  the  officers 
for  their  friendly  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.

Population. — The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  19,350 
which  is  590  less  than  the  figure  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  1951,  which  was  270  over  the  1950  total. 

Birth  Rate. — This,  at  15  per  1,000  has  risen  from  last  year’s 
low  level  and  now  compares  with  the  figure  for  pngland 
and  Wales  which  is  15.3 

Death  Rate. — The  crude  rate  was  only  8.2  per  1,000  for  the 
year  ;  after  correcting  for  various  factors  the  comparable 
rate  was  8.8.  per  1,000  which  is  below  the  figure  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  (11.3). 

Infantile  Mortality. — This  fell  from  57  in  1949  to  41  per  1,000 
live  births  in  1950.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
were  for  the  same  years  32  and  29.8  per  1,000  births.  For 
1951  the  local  mortality  rate  was  reduced  to  25.2  and  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  to  29.6.  For  1952  the  local 
rate  was  26.7  compared  with  the  England  and  Wales  figure 
of  27.6. 

Details  of  statistics  for  the  past  few  years,  together  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1952,  are  given  in  Table  II. 

Both  the  birth  and  death  rates  had  since  1947  shown  a  declining 
tendency.  It  is,  therefore,  satisfactory  that  the  birth  rate  has  risen 
whereas  deaths  have  kept  low.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  (i)  Water. — There  are  three  sources  of  public  water 

supplies — Whitnash,  Shrewley  and  Radford  Semele.  All 
public  supplies  are  chlorinated.  The  supplies  have  been  satis¬ 
factory  as  to  quality  and  quantity. 


(ii)  Samples  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examina¬ 
tion  of  both  treated  and  untreated  water  have  been  taken, 
and  have  been  satisfactory.  Samples  have  also  been  taken 
from  public  supplies  in  parishes  where  the  Council  is  not  the 
water  supply  authority,  and  in  each  case  the  samples  have 
proved  upon  analysis,  to  be  satisfactory.

(iii)  None  of  the  supplies  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

(iv)  No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 
has  been  necessary  except  in  the  case  of  private  wells. 

(v)  2,759  houses  out  of  a  total  of  4,740  comprising  about 
58%  of  the  total  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
mains.  None  is  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

2.  Work  has  continued  on  the  Rowington  borehole 
with  a  view  to  providing  a  piped  water  supply  to  the  western 
parishes.  The  first  part  of  the  Western  Area  scheme  is  now 
complete,  i.e.  the  piped  service  from  the  borehole  at  Shrew- 
ley.  The  number  of  doubtful  or  unsatisfactory  samples  of 
private  well  supplies  taken  annually  in  the  western  area 
points  clearly  to  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  public  scheme. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . — Plans  have  been  prepared  for 
the  following  schemes. 

(1)  Baginton  and  Stoneleigh  Village . — This  scheme  was 
commenced  during  the  year  and  good  progress  was  made. 

(2)  Hatton  and  Shrewley. — Plans  prepared  by  your  Con¬ 
sulting  Engineers  were  laid  before  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  a  public  enquiry  held  at 


Shrewley  Common  on  24th  October,  1952.  The  Enquiry 
was  concerned  with  a  private  landowner's  objection  to  the 
siting  of  certain  pumping  works  upon  his  land  but  in  the 
upshot,  although  agreement  was  reached  in  principle  between 
the  Council  and  the  objector,  the  scheme  as  a  whole  was 
deferred  by  the  Minister  on  the  grounds  of  the  capital  expense. 

(3)  Radford  Semele  and  Offchurch. — The  Ministry’s  In¬ 
spector  held  a  private  enquiry  at  the  Council's  offices  in 
August  followed  by  survey  of  these  parishes.  While  the  need 
for  the  scheme  was  realised  immediate  consent  was  not 
forthcoming.  However,  considerations  of  the  public  health 
and  housing  programme  call  urgently  for  the  Radford  Semele 
part  of  the  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  further  approach 
by  the  Council  will  meet  with  the  Minister's  consent. 

(4)  The  Cubbington  scheme  has  been  completed  and  has 
removed  a  source  of  great  nuisance.  The  scheme  does  not, 
however,  take  in  the  houses  lying  on  the  Welsh  Road  on  the 
Kenilworth  side  of  the  Windmill  Corner  cross-roads  where 
complaints  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  because  of  over¬ 
flow  from  cesspits. 

(5)  A  draft  scheme  for  Leek  Wootton  was  considered  by 
the  Ministry  but  the  plans  have  been  deferred. 

D.  HOUSING 

Full  particulars  of  the  usual  tables  have  been  compiled 
and  are  being  kept  for  record  purposes. 

— This  does  not  now  seem  to  be 
serious.

3.  Fitness  of  Houses. — The  general  condition  of  many 
houses  is  poor  and  some  condemned  cottages  must  be  kept 
occupied,  so  that  little  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with 
unfit  properties. 

A  Special  Sub-committee  has  fully  considered  the  alleged 
insanitary  conditions  of  a  caravan  site  in  the  parish  of  Stone- 
leigh,  and  has  recommended  that  the  Council  proceed  by 
Statutory  notice  for  the  abatement  of  nuisance  to  require 
the  owner  of  the  Site  to  provide  hard  roads,  hard  standings 
and  proper  drainage. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  adoption  by  the  Council  of  model  byelaws  under 
Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  has  led  to  only 
one  prosecution.  This  was  necessary  where  repeated  warnings 
had  failed  to  improve  dirty  shop  premises.  Convictions  were 
obtained  and  penalties  imposed.

The  main  feature  of  the  infectious  disease  returns  has 
been  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever.  The  persons  affected  were 
of  or  below  school  age. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. — This  year  the  figures  may 
seem  disappointing  but  there  were  31  fewer  births  than  the 
previous  years.  The  percentage  of  children  born  in  the 
district  and  immunized  on  or  before  their  first  birthday  is  at 
49  per  cent.,  still  below  the  desirable  minimum  of  75  per  cent.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  total  of  27  notified 

cases 

was  t. 

highest  since  1945  when  48  cases  occurred  and  half  of  these 
were  taken  to  hospital.  In  1938,  20  out  of  23  cases  went  into 
hospital.  It  seems  therefore  that  the  disease  has  become 
less  feared  than  formerly  and  of  course  now  that  the  local 
isolation  hospital  has  been  closed  it  would  not  again  be  easy 
to  persuade  parents  to  send  their  children  to  hospital.  Cer¬ 
tainly  the  disease  seems  less  severe  than  formerly  and  often 
little  isolation  is  practical  in  the  home. 

Food  poisoning. — An  outbreak  of  unknown  origin 
occurred  in  one  detached  block  of  a  hospital  from  7th-8th 
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October.  The  symptoms  were  mild  and  brief  and  most  of  the 
patients  were  better  next  day.  There  were  28  cases  and  no 
deaths.  Material  from  persons  affected  and  six  food  handlers 
gave  negative  results  :  water  and  milk  supplied  were  exon¬ 
erated.  Those  affected  were  with  one  exception  from  a  total 
of  67  persons  having  meals  from  one  detached  kitchen.  Some 
suspicion  attached  to  a  meat  pie  but  no  remains  were  left 
over  for  analysis.  Toilet  facilities  for  kitchen  staff  were  at 
once  improved.  There  was  heavy  rodent  infestation  of  the 
kitchen  and  larders  and  some  rat  poison  (Alpha-naphthyl- 
thiourea)  had  been  laid  shortly  before  the  outbreak.  Very 
careful  enquiries  were  therefore  made  and  this  was  definitely 
eliminated  as  unconnected  with  this  outbreak. 

A  further  18  mild  cases  occurred  in  the  same  hospital 
block  on  November  3rd-4th.  Once  again  meat  pie  was  sus¬ 
pected  but  none  was  left  over  for  examination.  Laboratory 
investigations  and  other  enquiries  failed  to  assign  a  cause. 
Rodent  infestation  was  considered  to  be  significant  and 
probably  responsible.  Recommendations  were  accordingly 
made  to  the  hospital  concerned  regarding  (a)  rodent  control 
(b)  certain  minor  improvements  to  the  kitchen  equipment. 

Every  help  was  given  for  the  investigations  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  his  staff.

During  the  year  28  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  noti¬ 
fied,  23  of  which  were  of  pulmonary  and  5  of  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis. 

Sanatorium. — During  the  year  15  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  8  were  discharged,  a  much  better  result 
than  in  1951. 

Domiciliary  treatment  of  active  cases  has  also  been 
carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Child  contacts  have 
been  Mantoux  tested  by  the  jelly  method  and  X-rays  or 
B.C.G.*  vaccine  arranged  when  necessary.  Adult  contacts 
are  all  given  the  opportunity  of  chest  X-ray  and  medical  exam¬ 
ination. 

Milk  Supplies. — During  1952  the  County  Council’s 
sampling  officers  took  20  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
and  68  samples  of  Accredited  or  ungraded  milk  for  Biological 
examination.  All  the  T.T.  samples  were  negative  but  one 
positive  was  obtained  from  the  other  group.  In  the  course 
of  this  investigation  23  cows  were  examined  by  a  Veterinary 
Surgeon  and  seven  diagnostic  milk  samples  taken.  One 
tuberculosis  cow  thus  found  was  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

Two  investigations  were  made  upon  information  reported 
by  neighbouring  County  or  City  authorities.  These  led  to  the 
Veterinary  examinations  of  16  cows,  and  the  taking  of  5 
diagnostic  milk  samples  :  2  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order.  In  each  of  these  three  cases  it  was  not 
necessary  to  stop  the  sale  of  the  milk  as  it  was  found  either 
that  all  the  producer’s  milk  was  already  sent  for  pasturization 
or  that  it  was  exclusively  handled  by  a  dairy  in  the  area  of  the 
Authority  which  made  the  report. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  ior  the  year  ending  December,  1952. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  have  3  Cesspool  Emptiers  and  5  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicles  and  a  staff  of  6  drivers  and  10  loaders.  Authority  has  been 
given  to  purchase  2  further  collection  vehicles,  but  labour  continues 
to  be  the  difficulty  in  improving  and  extending  the  service. 

This  service  now  covers,  with  the  exception  of  farms  and  isolated 
premises,  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  “isolated  premises”  are, 
however,  considerable  in  number,  and  there  is  strong  pressure  from  time 
to  time  for  extra  houses  to  be  included.  The  collection  of  dry  refuse  is 
once  per  fortnight,  carried  out  by  means  of  four  refuse  collection 
vehicles  which  should  have  a  staff  of  16  men.  At  present  we  are  under 
staffed,  but  there  is  an  improvement  over  last  year.  One  of  the  older 
vehicles  is  kept  as  a  reserve,  and  for  occasional  work.  A  ten  cwt.  van 
is  provided  for  the  foreman,  who  also  does  occasional  light  transport 
work  for  other  departments. 

The  collection  of  nightsoil  is  once  per  week,  and  cesspools  are 
emptied  upon  request.  There  are  two  machines  which  should  have  a 
staff  of  five  men,  at  present  there  are  four.  One  machine  is  used  mostly 
for  nightsoil  collection,  the  other  chiefly  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
and  maintenance  work  at  the  Council’s  small  disposal  works,  but 
both  machines  are  used  for  nightsoil  collection  and  cesspool  emptying. 
One  machine  is  kept  as  a  reserve. 

The  labour  position  still  remains  very  difficult  ;  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  about  six  employees  there  are  frequent  changes  of  staff.  Weeks 
sometimes  pass  by  before  a  replacement  is  made  and  collecting  schedules 
are  often  several  days  behind.  One  cause  of  the  shortage  would  appear 
to  be  due  to  the  higher  wages  paid  in  the  factories,  and  another  the 
lack  of  amenicies  such  as  canteens. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  tipping.  There  are  four  main 
tips  sitted  at  Baginton,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Cubbington  and  Rowing- 
ton,  and  there  are  a  number  of  small  tips  which  can  only  be  used  during 
dry  weather. 

Temporary  Housing. 

The  “  Squatters  ”  camps  are  still  with  us.  There  are  three,  one 
each  at  Stoneleigh  (Finham),  Stoneleigh  (Stareton),  and  Blackdown. 
The  latter  two  are  reasonable  but  Finham  camp  is  very  difficult. 
Some  of  the  tenants  try  to  keep  the  huts  in  a  decent  condition,  but, 
unfortunately  others  are  not  particular.  The  huts  have  been  improved 
since  the  Council  took  them  over,  but  they  are  fast  wearing  out.  The 
time  has  now  arrived  when  as  one  becomes  vacant  it  should  be  de¬ 
molished.  The  worst  collection  of  temporary  buildings  in  the  district 
is  the  encampment  known  as  “  Seaton’s  Field  ”  in  the  parish  of  Stone¬ 
leigh.  Here  there  are  a  number  of  caravans  and  huts,  about  90  in 
number.  All  contained  in  an  area  of  acres  or  thereabouts.  Drainage 
for  the  most  part  is  by  open  channels,  soaking  into  the  soil.  The  dwel¬ 
lings,  even  for  huts,  are  very  much  sub-standard.  The  encampment 
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is  a  legacy  of  the  war,  ’when  people  were  bombed  out  and  were  glad  to 
take  what  was  supposed  ro  be  temporary  refuge.  There  are  also  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  hutments  in  this  area,  for  the  most  part,  in  building  plots, 
owner  occupied,  and  which  are  being  demolished  as  the  owners  obtain 
Civil  Building  Licences. 

Sanitary  Services.

The  Radford  and  Offchurch  Scheme  should  be  commenced  as  soon 
as  possible.  It  is  now  impossible  to  prevent  pollution  of  ditches  and 
streams,  particularly  in  the  Radford  area.

Miscellaneous. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  lor  the  supervision 
of  repairs  to  the  Council’s  houses,  the  supervision  of  Street  Lighting, 
and  the  licensing  of  and  supervision  of  petrol  installations  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts. 

A  total  of  183  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  56  of  which 
were  built  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  New  houses  are  being  erected  in 
some  numbers.  Plans  for  403  were  approved  in  1952,  and  Civil  Building 
Licences  to  the  value  of  £224,695  were  granted  for  142  new  houses. 

Rodent  Control. 

A  Rodent  Operative  has  been  employed  throughout  the  year. 
As  a  result  of  his  activities  the  rat  population  has  been  reduced.  All 
refuse  tips  and  public  sewers  have  had  regular  attention.  No  charge 
is  made  to  householders  for  his  services.
